Supervisor’s Report.

To the School Board of Orford: 


Your board having decided not to make any change in 
the contract with the superintendent, so far as it concerns 
Orford, the same amount of time, seven twenty-sixths or 
about 27 per cent, is being given to your schools for the year 
beginning August 1, 1907.

The principal improvement made on school buildings 
during the year is the painting of the Orfordville school 
house. The building would be further improved by laying a 
floor in the upper story with material under it to save heat 
and deaden sound. ‘The present condition: with cold air 
spaces beween the studding opening from the upper room all 
around the school rooms makes the building essentially a 
refrigerator, and many cords of wood already have been wasted 
in trying to heat properly. At Orford St. much unnecessary 
wear and tear in the school rooms might be saved if the halls 
were heated. As itis, the children must stay in the school 
rooms on cold stormy days. One of the most dreadful things 
that can happen is a fire in a school house. ‘This building, 
with its rooms on the second floor, and narrow winding 
stairs, is a fire trap, and the safety of the children demands 
some additional means of exit. One defect, very common in 
school buildings, is especially noticeable here, that is, the 
very insufficient lighting. The least amount of window 
surface that will give safe results is one sixth the floor sur- 
face; in this building it is less than one twelfth. Because of 
this and the dark wall surface, our children’s eyes and health 
are being daily sacrificed. Lightening the color of the wall 
and ceiling would help, but there would still be less than half 
enough light. Extending the windows to the ceiling would 
supply a partial remedy and admit some light in the best 
position. - In the other buildings the supply of light is more 
normal, although there is some injurious cross light and the 
color of walls and ceilings might be improved. Running 
water is needed at all the school houses and especially the 
large ones, and the outbuildings remain exposed, filthy and 
distinct invitation to immorality. It is to be hoped that the 
district will take vigorous action under the article you have 
put in the warrant. 

The hall at the Academy building has been little used 
for some time, partly at least because of its condition. If it 
were repaired it might be made very useful for school pur- 


rors 


poses and other affairs in harmony with education. Many of 
the old students of the Academy must be living, and it would 
seem very fitting that they and the district working together 
should make the old hall of the Academy a suitable memorial 
of the old institution and the men and women it has helped. 

Acting under the direction of your board, I have ex- 
pended the money required for text books, supplies; and - 
apparatus during the past year, keeping within the limit, 
¢r50o, set by you. ‘Steps in English” has been introduced 
as the text book in language and grammar, a considerable 
amount of supplementary reading, both historical and 
general, has been obtained, and other text books and supplies 
have been procured as needed. By special vote of your 
board, and outside the limit above stated, a quantity of maps 
costing about ¢45 has been obtained and placed mostly at 
Orfordville and the Street. 

The statistical table varies somewhat from previous 
years. The register no longer provides for a record of the 
number of children taking the various studies. As a matter 
of course all pupils are being instructed in all the common 
divisions of school work according to their need and the 
teachers’ ability. Where sickness is not epidemic the per 
cent of attendance should be above go. Less than that 
means unnecessary waste, because the children are not at 
hand to profit by the instruction provided by the taxpayers’ 
money. ‘The low per-cents, especially at Upper Street are 
largely due to the regrettable and inexcusable attitude of 
some parents. The number of tardy marks is far too great 
in some schools. Sometimes, notably at the Upper Streetas 
this is occasioned by children driving a long distance and 
caring for their own team. It is in the power of your board 
to provide for such cases by special rule. In some schools 
the number recorded would be greater, but for the false 
assumption by some teachers that they have a right to ex- 
cuse tardiness. 

It has seemed wise to your board to make the superin- 


+d 
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tendent’s work advisory rather than executive, except in the 
purchase of minor supplies and afew isolated matters. I 
therefore appreciate the more highly the good will and 
promptness shown by the teachers in heeding requests and 
carrying out suggestions. ‘This public report seems hardly 
the place to speak of teachers by name, but I may be per- 
mitted to express our kindly regard and good wishes for 
Mrs. Tibbetts, formerly Miss Grace Stone, and Miss Ina 
Cutting, who have gone from us during the year, the one 
after five years’ service in the Street grammar school and the 
other after seven years and two terms in the Geumany room 
at the same place. 

There can be no better way of closing this report than 
with a word of tribute and respect for the member of your 
board who has so recently departed from this hfe. Chas. M. 
Gale was a member of the Orford school board twelve years, 
the twelfth just finishing at this time. Of him there is no 
need of the warning to speak only good of the dead, for there 
are few of whom it isso true that only good can be said. 
Kind, honest, faithful and painstaking, and gifted with strong 
common sense, his life has been a blessing and strength in 
public and private.
